Editor* Gazette:—Having just returned 


from a trip to the mountaians, between 
here and Bridgeport, and having a few mo* 
ments leisure before we start for Stevenson, 
Alabama, I will drop a few lines to you. 


Gen. McCook being still away at his fath- 


er's old home, Gen. Sheridan is in com- 
mand of this army corps. 


Gen. Rosecrans went, to-day, on the cars 


to Bridgeport to look at the hnd there and 
direct the movements of the troops which 
have been sent there. 


The men feel cnnudent of an onward 


move from here soon. The fresh supplies 
of horaea, mules and other necessary arti- 
cles for a campaign begin to point to some 
active policy soon. The cavalry is busy 
all the time scouring the whole country 
north of the Tennessee, fathering horses, 
mules, cattle and rebels. Gen. Rosecrans 
seems determined to make no false move, 
as you can see by his late order to the army 
and to the people of this department. 


'EbQi/ood loyal men who havo been hid- 


deu for sometime in the woods near our 
lines are daily coming and giving them- 
selves up and]want to go home. I need 
not tell you that the loyalty of thcao men 
is very much doubted by the general com- 
manding. 


The army feels in excellent spirits on 


the account of the final capture of J. H. 
Morgan and his whole crew. Cavalry raids 
are paying institutions when successful, but 
Col. Straight's raid to us and Morgan's to 
the rebels have not paid very well. I think 
we will try another, one "of_them before 
tnauy mouths. 


Quite a number of bakers have arrived 


in this place and the light bread they fur- 
nish us has already made a very great change 
in tho health of the men. When we are 
where we cannot get our Hour baked by a 
baker, we bake it ourselves. Far too often 
the bread we make is aa solid as a cake of 
putty aud as healthy. 


The troops are nearly all paid up to July 


1st, and much better they feel than when a 
" green-back "twaa a stranger. 


We hear rumors that a portion of this 


army is going east, but how true we do not 
know. Would to God that our affairs in 
Virginia were as hopeful as they are here. 


Prices of vegetable aud other articles of 


food have become so very high that tho 
general commanding talks of establishing 
prices for whatever the people have to sell. 


Expecting to be aoon on the march again 


I bid you good by for this time.

Ue 
says when the draft begun on Tuesday 
morning, an armed mob suddenly appear- 
ed and ordered the marshal to stop. He 
refused, when the mob fired into the room, 
killing the marshal, Hugh Funk, and three 
others, and wounding several more. They 
set the building on fire and started to sack 
the finest houses in the place. A negro 
nearly blind was killed. Another negro's 
house was destroyed. 


The home guards and citizens flew to 


arms, and in a short time tho rioters were 
confronted by a force of 100 men. 
The 


captain gave them five minutes to disperse. 
They refused, whan tha guard fired, killing 
the leader and eight other rioters at the 
first volley, the mob returning the fire, kill- 
ing five citizens, They got another volley, 
and then the bayonet, and were put tc 
flight, running into the building they had 
used aa a rendezvous, 
litre they wure 


surrounded and finally taken to jail. Tho 
people were furious, and made desperate 
efforts to get the villians and hang them 
on tUn spot; as it was, 3C of them were 
killed. These are the main features of the 
writer's account.

The following is given us upon tho au- 


thority of Lieut, Cole, of tho Mississippi 
marine brigade: 


The day after the bnttle of Millikon's 


Bend in Juno la-it, the marine brigade land- 
ed some ten miles bolow the Ijend, and 
attaked and routed tho guerillas which had 
been repulsed by our troops nnd the gun- 
boats the day previous. Major Hibbard'a 
cavalry battalion, of the marine brigade, 
followed tho retrealing rebels to Tansaa 
Bayou, and were horrified at the finding of 
skeletons of white otlicera commanding ne- 
gro regiments, who had beoi\ captured by 
tho rebels nt Milliken'a Bend. In many 
cases these officers had been nailed to the 
trees—and crucified; in thia situation a 
6re waa built around tbo tree, and they suf- 
fered a slow death from broiling, 
The 


charred nnd partially burnod limbs were 
still fastened to the stakes. Other instan- 
ces were noticed of charred skeletons of 
otlicers, which had been nailed to slabs, 
and tbo plabs placed against a house, which 
waa set on fire by the inhuman demons, 
tho poor sull'ereia having boon roasted alive 
until nothing was left but churreJ bones. 


• Negro prisoners recaptured from 
tho 


guetillas confirmed these facts, which were 
amply corroborated by the bodies found, na 
above described. Tho negroes taken were 
to be reHolrl into slavery, while the white 
officers wore consumed by .'ire. Lieutenant 
Cole holds himself responsible for tho truth 
of the statement.

A CONVICTION UNDER TJIK TKHASON ACT. 


—On Wednesday last, in the uircuit court 
of the United States, sitting at Louisville, 
Kentucky, Thomas C. Shacklett, indicted 
for treason against the United States, was 
found guilty, and sentenced by the lion. 
Bland Ballard, presiding judge, as follows: 


" You were arrested near your home— 


not in arms—away from the linea of the 
enemy, and have been brought before the 
civil tribunal of your country to have your 
guilt or innocence adjudged. You ho-ve 
been fonnd guilty, and the enormity of your 
offense would justify |.U^ infliction of the 
highest punishment known to the laws. Jn 
all other countries, the laws, it is believed, 
require tudgmentof death to be pronounced 
against all who arp found guilty of treason. 


But oar good government, in tha ex- 


ercise of that magnanimity which has char- 
acterized it, and in view of the different 
degrees of guilt which the judgment of 
mankind does and will attach [Q Ibqae who 
incited and set on foot this war, and those 
who were their instruments, has vested iu 
the courts a discretion, and authorised them 
to pronounce either judgment of dealh or 
imprisonment and fine. In the exercise of 
that discretion, and under a full sense oi 
my responsibility to God and my country, 
I Lave concluded to spare your life, but the 
magnitude of your crime 
your punishment be seveie.

which I approve, and which the court now 
makes, is, that you be imprisoned and con- 
fined in the jail of Jefferson county, in the 
state of Kentucky, fpr ten years from this 
day; and that you make your lino by the 
payment to them of ten thousand dollars, 
and that your slaves ba set at liberty." 


FROM LKXINOTON, KENTUCKY. — The Cin- 


cinnati Commercial has a dispatch from 
Lexington, dated the Gth instant, stating 
that on that morning, between 200 and 300 
refugees from pastern Tennessee arrived 
here.

A force of rebel cayalry, numbering -100 
strong, attacked them in PowelPa Valley, 
near the Cumberland mountains.

DISCOVERY AT VICKSUURG. — 


A Vickaburg correspondent writes : A hor- 
rible discovery has just been made on the 
rebel lino of fortifications. 
Quite a num- 


ber of men have been engaged in repair- 
ing the rebel fort that has been blown up 
on tho night of the ltd inat. In the course 
of their operations, they have exhumed f>0 
or 80 dead bodies found buried in the ruins 
of I he fort. It seems that while our miners 
were at work malting an entry into the tide 
of the hill that was crowned by the rebel 
fort, a strong working party of rebels were 
cet to work sinking a counter mins within 
the fort. Thia party, consisting, it is laid, 
of more than 100 men, were in the mine 
when ours exploded, and those of them 
who were not killed outright were buried 
alive. 


Some of the cshumed bodies are terribly 


lacerated and mangled, while others Ijava 
not a mark or a bruise upon them. Two 
heads, on» that of a negro, have been dug 
up. They were completely severed from 
the bodies, the latter have not yet been 
found. The bodies are found in almost 
every eonpeivable position — some standing 
erect, others sitting QV lying, apd in opo 
instance the body waa bead downwards, as 
if it bad been caught in that position by 
the crumbling earth while falling headlong 
into the pit Delow.

er bhell of ordinary ordnance projectile^, 
ignites upon the explosion of the latter and 
casts fire in all directions.

condensed milk, ten thousand pounds of 
fresh butter, fifteen thousand dozens of 
fresh eggs, ten tons fresh vegetables, five 
thousand pounds of chocolate, five thous- 
and pairs of shoes and slippers, one ton of 
tamarinds, tlva hundred boxes of lemons 
and oranges, together with several car loads 
of jellies, wines, spirits, cordials, spongea, 
towels, lint, bandages, socks, besides a large 
amount of shirts, drawers, sheets and pil- 
lows and other hospital clothing. AH these 
articles have bean wholly supplied by <rol- 
untary contribution.— Gettysburg Cor.

arms, and in a short time the -rioters were 
confronted by a force of 100 -men.

captain gave them five'minutes to disperse. 
They refused, when tha guard fired, killing 
the leader and eight other rioters at the 
first volley, the mob returning the fire, kill- 
ing five citizens. They got another volley, 
and then the bayonet, and were put to 
Sight, running into the building they bad 
used aa a rendezvous. 
Here they were 


surrounded and finally taken to jail. Tho 
people were furious, and made desperate 
efforts to get the villians and hang them 
on the spot ,• as!it was, 3G of them were 
killed.

A CONVICTIOS UNDER THE TRE.ISON ACT. 


—On Wednesday last, in the circuit court 
of the United States, sitting at Louisville, 
Kentucky, Thomas C. Shacklett, indicted 
for treason^against tha Dnited States, was 
found' Railty, and sentenced by the Hon. 
Bland Ballard, presiding judge, as follows : 


" You were arrested near your home— 


not in arms— away- from the lines of the 
enemy, and have been brought before the 
civil tribunal of your country to have your 
guilt or innocence adjudged. You have 
been found guilty, and th'e enormity of your 
offense would justify Itbe infliction of the 
highest punishment knowntothelawa. . In 
alf other countries, the laws, it is believed, 
require ludgm'entof death to be pronounced 
againet all who are found guilty of treason. 


Bnt onr good government,'1 ia lha ex- 


ercise of that magnanimity which has char- 
acterized it, and in view of the different 
degrees bf gcilt which the judgment of 
mankind does and will attach (,p thflse who 
incited and aet on foot this war, and those 
who were their instrnmepts,- has vested in- 
the 'courts a discretion, and authorized' them 
to prouounce either judgment of death or 
imprisonment and fine. In the exercise of 
that discretion, and ncder a full sense of 
my responsibility to God and my country, 
I haye conclude^ to spare your life, but the 
magnitude of your crime' aemands that 
your punishment be seveie.;- The judgment 
which I approve, and which the court now 
makes, is, that yon be imprisoned and con- 
fined in the jail of JefTeraon -county, in the 
atate qf ItentuBky, fpr ten -years^ from this 
day;'and''tbat'ydu make your line by the 
payment to them of ten thousand dollars, 
and that your slaves be set at liberty."
